WILL’ BE.IN FORCE 
UNDER NEW SYSTEM 


The following are the new grades 
which are soon to become effective on 
hogs marketed in the province. This 
new system is now being tried out but 
so far government: officials have had 
no .word as.to the date when {t is to 
be. put into force. . ‘oy 

Grade 1—Select: Bacop: Hogs ‘leds 
ing 180 to 220 pounds W,O.C. at, stock- 
yards and abattoirs or hogs weighing. 
190 to 230 pounds ‘ted’ and’ watered at 
stockyards or at local shipping points 
and at such other points ag may be des- 
ignated from time to time; jowl and 
shoulder light and smooth; back from 
neck to‘ tail evenly fleshed, side long, 
dropping straight from back, belly 
showihg thickness of fleshing; flink 
well let:down and firm; ham_ full; 
good ‘general finish; no excess fat. 

Grade 2—Bacon: Hogs weighing 170 
to £20 pounds W.O.C. at stockyards 
and abattoirs or hogs weighing 180 
to 230 pounds fed and watered at 
stockyards or at local shipping points 
and at such other points as may be 
designated from time to time; of the 
same general characteristics as Select 
Bacon Hogs, but lacking somewhat in 
length and or in general quality as 
compared with the Select Bacon 
grade; good general finish; no excess 
fat. 

Grade 8—Butchers: Hogs weighing 
150 to 230 pounds W.O.C. at stock- 
yards and abattoirs or hogs weighing 
160 to 240 pounds fed and watered at 
stockyards or at local shipping points 
and at such other points as may be 
designated from time to time; not 
conforming to the standards for the 
bacon grades, smooth fleshing and 
good finish. 

Grade 4—Heavies: 
over 230 pounds

MILK CONSUMPTION AND THE 
GROWTH OF SCHOOL CHILDREN 


This was the title of a paper read by 
Dr. G. Leighton, O.B.E., Medical Of- 
ficer (foods) Scottish Board of Tiealth 


same age in all centres indicated very 
clearly the influence of the added milk 
dict in assisiing growth, and no less 
celarly the failure of the added bis- 
cuit to achieve this result. At every 
age the Increase in height of the chil- 
dion receiving whole milk or separat- 
ed milk is significantly greater than 
that of those receiving biscuit or 
those in the “control’ group. Perhaps 
more striking still is the fact that the 
difference in increase in height be- 
tween those receiving whcole milk and 
those receiving separated milk is in- 
significant. The supplementary biscuit 
apparently fails to exercise any sig- 
nificant stimulus in the eight year old 
group, and in the fivo year old group 
and thirteen year old group had an al- 
most significantly retarding effect. 
The increase in height in the 
various ages—from five to six, was 
1.55 inches for the milk fed, us against 
1.26 inches in the control, and 1.39 
inches in those who received biscuit. 
Those of eight and nine years gain- 
ed in height 1.48 inches against 1.12

Extensive investigation of the bitu- 
minous sand deposits in northern Al- 
berta will be undertaken shortly as 
the first step in the two-year program 
of development of this valuable Al- 
berta resource by the Scientific and 
Industrial Research Council of Alber- 
ta.

Canning Company Expects Busy 

Season 

Kighteen tons of dried peas shipped 
into Taber during the past week will 
be distributed throughout the district 
and seeded on some 400 acres of land 
leased by the Broder Canning Co. of 
New Westminster and Edmonton. In 
addition, a large amount of seed will 
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Mckenzie as chairman, Dr. J. B. Orr 
chairman of Research Committee of 
Scottish Milk and Health Association 
and Dr. Leighton. 

This was a carefully devised experi- 
ment to test the nutritive value of a 
whole milk, separated milk, and a con- 
trol food of equal caloric value. 

The test was carried out at seven 
centres of population simultaneously 
as follows:—Peterhead and Greenock 
—children were five and six years of 
age, and received three quarters of a 
pint of milk per school day; at Dundee 
and Edinburgh they were eight and 
nine years, and received one pint per 
school day; at Aberden and Paisley 
they were thirteen and fourteen years 
old and received one and a quarter 
pints per school day; Glasgow had all 
three groups. 

The groups at each school number- 
ed from forty to fifty, and in all about 
1400 children were involved in the 
various tests. The period of test was 
for seven months ending June 1927. 
All these children were living at home 
in the ordinary conditions of Scottish 
working-class homes, receiving at 
home the ordinary diet of such homes 
and attending school in the ordinary 
way. The milk given to them repre- 
sents an additiion to their ordinary 
diet. Each of the four groups were 
differently traated. One group receiv- 
ed whole milk, a second group receiv- 
ed separated milk, and a third group 
received a biscuit calculated to be of 
the same energy producing value as 
the amount of separated milk. The 
fourth group were used as controls, 
and received no supplementary feed- 
ing. All the foregoing foods were given 
in school under supervision. 

The results show that the increase 
in height of all the children at the

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To summarize. The average in- 
crease in the milk groups of all ages 
in height—1.47 inches, and in weight 
3.61 Ibs. In the non-milk groups, in 
height 1.21 inches, and in weight 2.97 
Ibs. 

The conclusions arrived at are: 

1. The addition of milk to the diet 
of children of school age during the 
period under review has been accom- 
panied by a rate of growth as indi- 
cated by an increase in both height 
and weight of 20 per cent greater than 
that in children not receiving the ex- 
tra milk. 

2. This increase in the rate of 
growth has been accompanied by an 
improvement in the general condition 
of many of the children receiving the 
milk. 

3. Separated milk proved to be of 
great value for promoting growth. Its 
nutritive value for children of school 
age would appear to have been under- 
estimated. 

The second of these conclusions is 
based upon clinical reports by various 
helpers in the investigation, including 
the headnissters of the schools. These 
reports cannot be expressed in  fig- 
ures, but they indicate that at most 
of the centres the children receiving 
milk appeared to be in better general 
condition than those who did not re- 
ceive milk. It was noted that, on the 
whole, they had glossier hair and 
clearer complexions, and even held 
themselves more erect. The most 
marked improvement in the children 
in the groups receiving milk was 
shown in those children who had been 
in poor condition at the beginning of 
the investigation. 

These findings confirm the current 
opinion as to the food value of milk.

The Week at Ottawa : 


(By Wm. Irvine, M.P.) 


I shall devote this letter to the two 
matters which have occupied the at- 
tention of parliament since it met af- 
ter recess. These are the manner of 
dealing with divorce cases and the 
charges of patronage against the Post- 
master-General in respect to discharg- 
ing of postmasters and appointing 
others over the head of the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission. 

The question of divorce bills in par- 
HNament has been growing acute with 
the years, and was brought to a head 
last week when Mr. Woodsworth in- 
sisted that the rules of parliament 
should be enforced in respect to them 
and also that the dignity of some at- 
tention be given to these important 
matters. ,

right to grant divorces. All the Prov- 
‘inces of Canada except Quebec, P.E.I. 
‘and Ontario have established their 
own divorce courts, but apparently for 
religious and political reasons the lat- 
ter Provinces have done nothing in 
the matter, with the result that par- 
liament is flooded every year with di- 
‘vorce bills from these two Provinces, 
but more particularly from Ontario. 


According to the law, parliament 
can grant divorces only on the ‘basis 
of adultery and for no other reason. 
Moreover, parliament igs not allowed to 
deal with tthe children of the unfor- 
tunate marriages which it annuls, nor 
to grant alimony to some _ helpless 
woman who may have been victimized 
by her husband. It has been felt by 
many members of parliament for some 
time that it was not sufficient for par- 
liament to annul a marriage and grant 
leave to re-marry, but that there were 
other matters of great human import- 
ance Which were not attended to prop- 
erly under this system. 


In addition to the fact that parlia- 
ment does not have the power to deal 
with divorces in all its phases—ali- 
mony and the care of children being 
regarded as civil rights and provincial 
in character—the numbers of divorce 
bills have been growing alarmingly 
during the past few years. Indeed the 
number this year stands about 300. 
The Senate Committee which has 
been doing all the work in this con- 
nection asked to he relieved of some 
of its work last year, by inspiring a 
bill which provided for the ‘granting 
of a divorce court to the Province of 
Ontario. This bill was voted down last 
year and this year by the Catholic 
Members of Quebec who do not be- 
lieve in divorce on grounds of strong 
religious convictions. But the repre- 
sentatives from Ontario who apparent- 
ly thought that they ought to be as re- 
ligious as the Catholics, voted against 
the bill also. Strangely enough, how- 
ever, these Ontario Members voted 
for every divorce bill, even though 
they had voted against the divorce 
court on the grounds of religious con- 
victions. The Catholics were more 
logical by voting against both the bill 
providing for a divorce court in On- 
tario, and also against all bills of di- 
vorce,

Woodsworth brought to the attention 
of the country just how. parliament

It will bo seon that 
with threo hundred divorce bills prop:

It takes half an hour to take one voto 
and sinco the Quebec Members ara 
bomid to vote against divorce pills at 
every opportunity, it would require 
one hundred and fifty hours to take 
the vote on the second reading alone, 
not to tale Into account the first read- 
ing, the consideration of the pills in 
detail in the Special Committee, its 
consideration in committee of the 
whole, and finally the third reading. 

The Western Members thought that 
it was not fair for Ontario to ask the 
members from other Provinces to 
read the evidence and adjudicate on 
three hundred divorce cases, when the 
courts should deal with these matters 
and while our first duty is to the 
people of our own Provinces and to 
questions of economics and of public 
business and not to pass private di- 
vorce bills, we held up these bills for 
several days, until the Prime Minis- 
ter promised to try and find q more 
efficient and satisfactory way of 
handling divorce bills before the next 
session, 

The Postmaster-General hag been 
Bombarded mercilessly for several 
days and not one item of his estimates | 
has passed up to the time of writing. 
The general charge against him is 
that he has practiced patronage in 
post office appointments on a whole- 
sale scale. He has discharged on an 
average of one postmaster per day for 


a period of sixteen months. There are 
numerous specific charges of disre- 
gard of the Civil Service Act against 
the Minister, who was to have sailed 
to Europe tomorrow to attend a con- 
ference, but who must remain and 
fight for his life. The first vote cf no- 
confidence has just been taken and 
the Minister, was, of colrse, sustained 
by his own party vote. There are oth- 
er votes pending. No doubt, the opposi- 
tion are very anxious to find some- 
thing wrong with the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, On the other hand the Minister 
will have to do a great deal of explain- 
ing to-cover all the cases that are be- 
ing charged against him. More of this 
anon.

It seems necessary to point this out, 
@8 so Many people seem to think that 
the diagnosis of certain diseases is 
now made in a machine-like manner, 
by subjecting the case to a series of 
tests Which label the individual as 
suffering or as free from certain dis- 
eases. 

We are not minimizing in any way 
the value of these tests; we merely 
point out their limitations. The results

must be weighed along with other 
symptoms by the physician in charge 
of the case. The significance of symp- 
toms varies, and each case must be 
considered separately. 

In using modern tests, the physician 
brings all available means to his aid 
so that he may make a correct diag: 
nosis, a correct diagnosis being need- 
ed not merely. to relieve symptoms, 
but to correct or remove the cause of 
the trouble. 

An untrained person cannot under- 
stand the significance of these tests 
any more than he can understand the 
meaning of the different sounds the 
physician hears through his stetho- 
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scope when he applies it to the chest 
of the person he {is examining. It is 
not because these are secret or mys- 
terious, but simply that they require, 
for their interpretation, certain defin- 
ite scientific knowledge, training and 
experience.

There fais been much. discussion as 
to the advisability of bidding four or 
more of a suit headed by the ace king 
without an outside trick. Practically 
all players agree that such a bid is a 
losing bid if the bidder is left in to 
play the hand, but they also agree that 
the information given by such a bid 
is of the greatest value to partner if 
the opponents win the final declaration. 
In other words, such a bid is weak as 
an offensive proposition but_strong 
from a defensive staudpoint. For ex- 
ample, suppose as dealer you hold the 
following hand: 

Hearts — 10, 6 
‘Clubs —~ 8, 4, 2 
Diamonds — 7, 6, 3 
Spades — A, K, i, 
If you bid one spade on this hand and 
are left in to ‘play it, you probably will 
go down a trick or so; but even then 
you doubtless will have saved a gamie 
y doing so.

NEAR AND FAR 

The Protestant churches on this 
continent increased their membership 
in 1928 by 573,728, while in. the same 
year there was a decrease of 1,470 
in the number of church -buildings.

A new aerial beacon light of two 
million candlepower has been placed 
on the tallest building in the Middle 
Northwest, located in Minneapolis. 
The new light is about 450 feet above 
ground, 1,287 feet above sea level, and 
revolves at the rate of two revolu- 
tions a minute. It carries a two-foot 
parabolic mirror; its lamp is 1,000 
watt T-20 type, which burns from 
sunrise to sunset.

The powerful 
light atop the skyscraper will help to 
guide aviators on their way at night.
